His get’s several other triumphs coupl- 
ed with Pompoon’s sensational scoring in the Dixie Handicap on May 11th 
contributed $28,780 as their share of the spoils. 

This great sire, jointly owned by Stone Farm and A. B. Hancock and now 
standing at Mr. Hancock’s Ellerslie Stud in Charlottesville, has already 
headed the Chronicle’s list of the ten leading money-winning sires for two 
previous months this year and stands sixth among the first twenty leading 
sires in America for 1938.

“T have been in Mr. and Mrs. White’s 
employ ever since I was a little boy 
and have served many, many delic- 
ious dishes to them and their guests 
so I am having difficulty in making a 
selection of recipes for Pork Pie. 
However, I think that at this time of 
the year everyone serves a good deal 
of spring chickens and new ways of 
cooking are always acceptable. 

“Split two and a half pound broiler 
wash and place for half an hour ina 
pan of slightly salted water. Dry 
well, brush with barbeque sauce, 
place on a broiler rack and broil for 
three or four minutes, turn and baste 
with sauce. Repeat until chicken has 
been broiled three times on each side 
and is nicely browned. Place in bak- 
ing pan just large enough to hold 
chicken, cover and cook fifteen min- 
utes in the oven. Serve at once with 
the remainder of the basting sauce to 
which has been added a little stock. 
Garnish with alternate broiled mush- 
rooms and tomatoes.

1-3 cup butter 

4%, teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon brown sugar 

1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce

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Editorials 


THE COUNTRY HORSE SHOW 





The small country Horse Show has an especial appeal, which is lacking in 
the great shows, the appeal of friendliness, of mutual cooperation, and the 
knowledge that whether the judges provide you with a ribbon or not, it still 
is fun to show the horse, and it is a fair test of his ability. 

Compared to the large shows such as Atlantic City, Bryn Mawr, Devon, 
and the Garden, the country Show is a disorganized, haphazard affair, but in 
reality, it provides a very real backbone to the Show business, for it is in the 
small shows that the good horses are given their start, it is here that own- 
ers prepare for the season on the big circuit and it is in the pleasant atmos- 
phere of the small show that many horse owners find the incentive to go on 
and try their fortune in the large national rings. 

In the smaller country shows, such as Loudoun County last week, Blue 
Ridge this Saturday, Upperville next week the spectators sit around on the 
grass or stand under the trees and watch horses perform over more or less 
home made jumps. Strangely enough, the quality of horses in the small 
shows are not the slightest bit inferior to the big shows in many of the clas- 
ses, particularly in Virginia for here the youngsters are being trained and 
being exhibited who are afterwards to go on and make names for themselves 
in the great rings of the national shows. 

In any of the small Virginia shows, and this is true of many other small 
shows besides, there are always a number of large stables in the vicinity 


who make use of the local show as a stepping stone to something bigger. 





The large stables capture the older classes for made jumpers in a great ma- 
jority of cases in the country shows, but in the colt classes, the hunter clas- 
ses, the two and three year old classes, the country show is good territory 
There are always a number of farmers with fine old mares in 
every country locality. Often as not these horses have been given away by 
the largest stables for their failure to produce or for some break down that 
would cause more trouble than they are worth to the large owner. The small 
country owner takes trouble, cures the ailment and brings out his horse or 
the offspring in the country show and exhibits him with all the loving care 
that small proprietorship has in contrast to extensive ownership. The ex- 
hibitors in the country show are showing their own horses themselves. They 
know their horse’s faults, they know his good qualities. Often times they 
expect to sell him to the large owner so that their interest is exceptionally 
keen. Or they may not want to sell their entry for love or money and in 
that case their desire to have him do well is even stronger. 

Exhibitors and spectators in the small country show are known to each 
other. The spirit of rivalry is keen, but the spirit of friendship is stronger 
still. The country show is the holiday time when work in.the vicinity stops. 
The community turns out for a day and often enough the outsider who 
comes expecting to see good sport but few real horses has a pleasant sur- 
prise, because the country show exhibitors own today the youngsters who 
will be the winners of the morrow.

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The other day while wandering 
around the garden inspecting the 


damage of the storm, I noticed that 
my ‘Snow in Summer” was hegin- 
ning to crowd out everything around 
it. In trying to thin it out, to my 
horror I found the ground under it 
covered with every imaginable bug 
including snails, cutworms and ter- 


mites. All I could think of was that 
I had come unaware upon ‘The 
Grand Hotel for Bugs’. They had 


been nicely protected during the bad 
weather and were no doubt waiting 
their chance to take on my Garden. 

My inclination was to immediately 
remove this large plant and in so do- 
ing catch every occupant. This I did, 
and now regret, for I am sure I could 
have saved part of it. So do not fol- 
low my method. However, I strong- 
ly advise, if you own any plant which 
sprawls over the ground, that you 
inspect it immediately as you too, 
may be running such a hostelry with- 
out knowing it. 

This all sounds like a lot of non- 
sense, but all my many months of 
work would be in vain had these 
various bugs gone to work. Speaking 
of bugs, roses should now be sprayed 
or dusted every week from now until 
September. Although Massey Dust is 
most commonly used, I think that a 
spray called Tri-Ogen is even better 
for all rose troubles such as Mildew, 
Blaek Spot and Leaf Eating Insects. 

As soon as the ground is dry 
enough, and that I must say seems a

long way off at the moment, begin to 
plan a bed for Perennials, and Bien- 
nials. This should be in a partly 
shaded location although some sun is 
necessary part of the day. <A corner 
in the vegetable garden is a good 
idea as the soil has been worked up 
and will need less preparation. The 
bed should be raked very ‘ine, as the 
seeds are small. Also, until the 
plants become well established, a 
covering of cheese cloth nailed to 
four corner posts will keep both 
heavy rains and sun from beating 
down on them. Sow the seed in rows, 
labeling each row as in a vegetable 
garden. Thin them out so that cach 
plant has sufficient space to develop. 
In the fall transplant them to the 
place where you expect them to flow- 
er. Sowing perennials should not be 
delayed too long as the days become 
hot and dry and poor results are your 
reward. Among the Perennials no 
garden should be without Delphin- 
iums, Columbines, and Pyrethrum 
(painted daisies). I do not want to 
seem unpatriotic, but I have yet to 
see any of these plants grown from 
American seed that can measure up 
to the standard of those grown from 
English seed. I have planted both, 
but the comparison of English Peren- 
nials in both the size of the blooms, 
color and percent of good seed, is so 
far ahead that I cannot help but rec- 
ommend them. Should you want to 
send for the catalogues, here they 
are: Sutton Seed Ltd., Reading, Eng- 
land; Dobbies, Edinburg, Scotland.
